Here Wilbur Smith utilizes 
the magic of his pen and takes his 
readers along with the Monterros, 
hunting in the dense jungles of Africa. 
The bait, the machhan, the agonizing 
but patient wait, is all too vivid and 
potently realistic. 

Sean and Riccardo trap and kill the 
mighty lion whom they have nick- 
named Fredrick but Riccardo is not 
satisfied by this feat. He wants the 
greatest treasure desired by each 
and every hunter and poacher within 
miles — the ivory tusks of Tukutela, 
the nickname given to the oldest and 
most powerful elephant living in the 
national parks of Zimbabwe. 

The chase begins with the group trail- 
ing Tukutela into the wasteland of 
Mozambique where Claudia makes a 
sudden halt due to a sprained foot. 
Sean and Riccardo continue the 
chase along with Matatu, the tribal 
tracker who follows the scent of the 
elephant into the swamps. 

Wilbur Smith can be associated with 
the jungles, wild hunts and wild anim- 
als just as Clive Cussler would be 
associated with the deep sea. His 
ability to transform the reader to the 
scene of the hunt makes his writing 
unique and pleasurable. Smith's 
other novels include, The Eye Of The 
Tiger, Wild Justice, Cry Wolf and 
many many more.

‘True Blue’ fashion, while Spanish 
Eyes is a slow guitar oriented song in 
which Madonna sings about her 
Spanish lover who is away from 
home fighting in the war... 


On the B side, Dear Jessie is very 
hippyish and is all about fantasies, 
magic lanterns, candy kisses, pink 
elephants, fairies and leperchauns.

| Adams... 
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Today, when Bryan Adams sells a 
cool 6 million records and rakes in 
mega bucks, he can never forget the 
time when he was offered one dollar 
to record four songs. But that was 
then and this is now... a super star 
with an ordinary past. Adams’ 
greatest hurdle between him and his 
rock ‘n’ roll music has been his father, 
who was a strict disciplinarian. He 
hated rock ‘n’ roll and every thing that 
went with it. Bryan Adams was forced 
to travel to vague places like Austria, 
Israel, Portugal and even Pakistan 
due to his father’s job which meant a 
different school each time. His child- 
hood was spent trying to adjust to the 
ways of his colleagues in different 
countries until he did what was ob- 
vious ... he became a rebel. As he 
says, “My hair was really long, and 
my attitude was that school just made 
no sense, and what they were 
teaching had nothing to do with what I 
was gonna do later in life.” And so 
Bryan Adams, deep into his music 
since the age of fourteen, even 
ignored the precious species... called 
girls! By this time his parents had di- 
vorced and his mother gave him an 
absolutely free hand, and let him drop 
out of school and spend all his time 
playing music. That is why Adams 
calls her his biggest fan till date! Then 
came the usual that happens with ev- 
ery struggling star. He took what ever 
gig came his way, washed dishes 
and did more gigs. He even sold pet 
food when the money wasn't enough 
to get by. At the age of seventeen he 
met songwriter Jim Vallance who 
had quit the band‘Prism’ and was in 
search of a singer to make a demo. 
Adams turned up the next day with a 
dozen ideas but none that could im- 
press Vallance. Vallance thought the 
youngster to be “unruly, unstruc- 
tured, and undisciplined.” So they 


scrapped everything they gathered 
and started writing individually. The 
demo was sent out to companies reg- 
ularty arid reyected constantly. 

That was when A&M _ records 
offered him one dollar to record four 
songs and he grabbed at it with both 
hands. His single Let Me Take You 
Dancing flopped miserably and so 
did his debut album self titled Bryan 
Adams. His second album You 
Want It You Got It did a little better. 
Making that record was an experi- 
ence for Bryan Adams. For he says, 
“1 had no girlfriend, no money, no 


house, no car and | owned nothing. 


There |! was, a free man in New York 
City and I'd walk to the studio every- 
day ... | look back on it very fondly.” 
After this album Bryan Adams began 
his real work He became his own 
promotion guy. He attended give- 
aways, contests, radio programmes 
and made friends in the music indus- 


try. With his next album Cuts Like A 


Knife,came instant recognition. Radio 
decided io play his songs and MTV

Thisis the juncture where both 
the songwriters Adams and Vallance 
decided to change the lyrics to suit 
the environment.

The 
boy-meets-girl formula was no more 
accepted. Thus was born Into The

War | soldier, a rebel who returns 
home to find it changed, and a disillu- 
sioned North American Indian Chief. 
For the album Adams emptied his 
house to place his entire band in 
different rooms. The arrangement 
made him and his band deliriously 
happy though the same can't be said 
of his neighbours. According to 
Adams, “previously they used to Say, 
‘Oh Bryan, he's such a nice boy, I'm 
really glad he moved into the neigh- 
bourhood!’ Now they say, ‘Oh yeah 
Bryan,’ and roll their eyes!!” 

Into The Fire sold well initially but 
didn't have the commercial power to 
stay steady on the top ten slot. 
Though Adams thinks differently. 
“When Bruce sells 6 million records it 
makes a lot of noise. When my album 
sells that much, it does so quietly ... 
that’s the difference between Bruce 
and me.” 

As for the intense comparisons made 
between him and the boss Adams 
says, “I've been compared to every 
male singer in the last twenty years, 
so how can | complain? I'm male, and 
| sing. | think I've got a good street 
sense, and | think a lot of people have 
that character and that quality.” 

And Bryan Adams probably has to re- 
cord a million albums to sustain that 
quality. His stubborn mulish attitude 
may get in the way sometimes ... but 
what the hell. Who said this growing 
up stuff was going to be easy! a 
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literally grew up in 
the industry, with 
Mehmood as an un- 
cle and a producer as a 
father, Binju took up the 
profession very reluctant- 
ly. Given a real choice 
he’d probably have been 
happier racing bikes or 
flying planes, which is 
why he comes through re- 
freshingly different, in the 
recently released _ teen- 
aged love story ‘Goonj’.

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The transition from school to college life is no more 
the smooth metamorphosis from childhood to 
adulthood. Securing admissions to college after 
high school has become a frighteningly nightmar- 
ish experience. 

For a month after the SSCE results were declared, 
life for parents and candidates has become one 
vicious circle of selecting between arts, science or 
commerce streams, filling in application forms in 
the numerous colleges and using as much ‘influ- 
ence’ as possible to gain admission. 


O more isa 60 
or 70% aggregate 
enough to secure 
admission to most 
colleges. The percentages required 
are in the nineties. — Bombay's topper 
this year scored a cool 98%. In fact 
there are reports that several col- 
leges refuse to issue admission 
forms to students securing less than 
60% marks. This attitude is bound to 
threaten the academic structure it- 
Self. 

This year in Bombay, Ruparel Col- 
lege, Matunga closed admission to its 
science stream at 85%, while the 
Ramnarain Ruia College, Matunga 
stopped at 86.14%. Mithibai College, 
Vile Parle closed at 81.15% and Wil- 
son College, Chowpatty at 80%. 

In the commerce stream, Sydenham 
College, Churchgate and Podar Col- 
lege, Matunga had applications 
with over 81% and N.M. College, Vile 
Parle said they would be accepting 
students with 80% and 79.40% in the 
SSCE and ICSE examinations re- 
spectively. It only goes to show how 
crazy the race for education has be- 
come today. 

The admission crisis has gone out of 
control. Every year 15,498 higher 
secondary schools in the country turn 
out 34.4 lakh students who approach 
the 6,597 colleges which have only 
28.47 lakh seats to offer. In addition 
to it the elite colleges are sought af- 
ter, making them hardpressed for 
Seats. And it is because of this situa- 


tion that college principals behave 
like monarchs issuing admissions. to 
relatives, the influential and to those 
who can afford to make ‘tidy sums of 
donations’ to the college! 

The Government has added fuel to 
this admission fire by issuing a Gov- 
ernment Resolution (GR) on July 13, 
instructing colleges in Bombay to 
admit students on a merit basis. This 
is likely to increase the huge ‘admis- 
sion crisis’ already prevalent in the 
education system. 
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Most of the students are against this 
system because it only helps those 
that have got over 80%. The question 
being asked is what happens to those 
who have average marks? The re- 
solution says all students will be pro- 
vided with application forms but 
admissions will be according to merit. 
To counter this students have put in 
applications in most colleges in the 
hope of getting admissions in atleast 
one of them. 

Pravin Amudan with 70% marks 
found it difficult to gain admission.“/ 
applied to MVLU, Bhavan's, Chinai, 
Parle and Mithibai. | finally got admis- 
sion for science in Mithibai. |!am 
surprised that! have got it in this 

college, but they wanted me to 

shift over to commerce”. 

Rajeev Sharma with 67% wanted to 
do science, but most colleges were 
unwilling to give him admission. “/ 
have been admitted to Wilson 
College finally.’ 

“| spent the'whole night outside Mithi- 
bai waiting in line after getting a per- 
centage of 76. | got admission on the 
basis of my ration card showing | am 
a resident of Vile Parle. | had also 
applied to Bhavan’'s to be on the safe 
Side. At Mithibai the cutoff line was 
83% for those not of the same local- 
ity. Students with percentage lower 
than that were told not to enter the 
premises”, says Sameer Rohatgi.
